Akxious t0 have good 
relations with the TUC, Employ- 
ment Department officials have 
persuaded Tory ministers, who ipso 
Jfarto do not understand the working 
of trade unions, that postal ballots 
are neither desirable nor practicable. 
Much play is made of the 
Furniture, Timber and Allied Trades 
(FTATU) Union, which uses postal 
ballots, In 1976, Mr B. Rubner, a 
communis, was elected general 
secretary, and in 1981 he was re- 
elected for a further five years.

Sartre still passed urine, but without 
eliminating - ura. An. operation 
would have been needed to save one 
kidney, but he had not the strength 
to bear it. : 

He did not suffer during the few 
days that followed: "Theres just one 
disagreeable moment”, he told me, 
“and that's when they dress my 
bedsores in the morning.

One Sunday morning. at the 
beginning of March 1980 Arlette 
found him Iying on his bedroom 
floor with a terrible hangover. We 
learned that he got his varıous young 
women, who knew nothing’ of the 


places, I و‎ the young 
women asking therm not to bring any 
more alcohol, and I scolded Sartre 
vehemently. In fact, since it had no 
immediate consequences, this Oui- 
break obviously did not damage his 
health; but I was rather uneasy 
about the future. Above all I could

passion for drinking. ,It .did not 
square with his apparent mental 
balance. He put my questions aside, 
laughing. “But you're fond of 
drinking too,” he said. Perhaps he 
was not bearing, the sitration a5 well 
as he did before. It is not true that 
“in time you get used to it." Far 
from healing wounds, time can on 
the contrary make them worse. 

On Wednesday, March 19, we 
spent an agreeable evening together. 
The next mornirig I went to wake 
him at nine o'clock. Usually, when I 
went into his room, he’ was still 


treatment that lasted for nearly an 
hour. Then he was laid on a kind of 
wheeled. stretcher which was rolled 
down a long . corridor, he was 
breathing oxygen fron a mask that a 
doctor held over his head.

The next afternoon, the doctors 
told me that Sartre had a pulmonary 
oedema which was giving, birm a high 
temperature but.wiich would soon 
be reabsorbed, He was in a big, light- 
filled roomı and he thought he was in 
the suburbs. The fever. made him 
delirious. That morning he had said 
to Arlette, “You're dead too, my 
dear. What did it. feel like, being 
cremated? Well, here we are, both of 
us dead now." 

The fever lesscned during the 
days that followcd, and delirium 
stopped. The doctors told. me that 
the attack had been caused by a lack 
of irrigation in the lungs, the arteries 
not functioning properly. But now 
the pulmonary circulation was 
reestablished. We had thought of 
leaving for Bcile-Tle quite soon and 
Sartre was delighted at the idea. 
“Yes, I shall like being down there: 
we'l! be able to forget about all this.” 
As he was only allowed to see one 
person at a time, Arlette went to the 
hospital in the morning and I in the 
aferncon. 1 used to telephone at 
about ten to ask how he had passed 
the night, and the reply was always 
“Very well", 

Presently 1 asked Dr Houssct 
when he would be able to leave. 
Hesitantly he replicd, “1 can't say 
... he's frail, very frail", And two or 
three days later he said that Sartre 
would have 10 go down t10 the 
Intensive care unit again. Sartre did 
not like it there,

Access for disabled 


From the Chairman and Secretary of 
the All-Party Disablement Group, ": 
Sir, Nicholas Timmins says (The 
Times May 22) that the All-Partyv 
Disablement Group have warned 
ministers that they will vote against 
the amendment to the building 
regulations on access for disabled 
people which they had hoped to lay. 

The question of access has always 
been a crucial arca of concern to 
disability organisations and the All- 
Party Group. The debate has been 
going on for well over a decade. The 
Disabled Persons Acts of 1980 and 

J98! both require that access for the 
disabled should be taken into 
account in public buildings. But the 
requiremenls have proved to be 
unenforceable and it is now felt that 
the answer lies in an amendment {O 
the building regulations. 

lt was hoped that this amendment 
would end the years of waiting for 

dequate provision to be made for 
disabled people. Sadly, it has not 
and fhere are a number of reasons as 
to why we will oppose the 
amendment should it be iaid. 

The debate hinges on the fact that 
the proposed amendment will make 
provision for access at the ground 
floor only. The reason for this, given 
by the riment of the Envıron- 
ment, is that they cannot produce 
regulations on access to all floors 
until they bave a BSI code of 
practice on means of escape. 

Disabilty orgarisations do not 
accept that means of access should 
be dependent on means of escape.’ 
There is no precedent for this and 
they have always maintained that 
egress is A question of management, 
but access onc of design. : 

The proposed amendment does 
not contradict any of the COnstIruc- 
tional requirements for egress and, 
unless it is applied to all floors; 
buildings will continue to be built 
with design features that prevent 
access to those foors. 

The regulations would be a 
retrograde step based on an assump- 
tion that disabled people are not’ 
given access above the ground floor 
unless specific egress conditions are 
applied. The consequential impli. 
cations are very obviously discrimi. 
matory. 5 

Disability organisations feel they’ 
have litle 1o lose by not accepting. 
the regulations. Their acceptance 
would be yet another step in the 
history of compromise, delay and 
puasyi ooting. This proved’ 
huitlesg in the past and they are now:

DANGEROUS REMEDIES 


The death in Dublin last month 
of a thirty year old man fifteen’ 
minutes afier he had beén. 
injected with a new heart drug in 
the course of its being tested for 
safely has righlly reawakened 
serious misgivings about the 
control of such tests, not only in 
the Irish Republic but also in 
Britain. Mr Niall Rush, the son’ 
of the Irish Ambassador m 
Luxembourg, was an unmarried 
art student who had volunteered 
to be tested with {he drug and .

tesis before he was accepted for 
the testing programme... 3 

In Britain, the testing of 
medical drugs is in three stages 
after laboratory work has been 
completed ~ animal testing, 
followed by testing on healthy 
human volunteers, and finally 
1esling on hospital patients. A 
drug may not, however, be tested ` 
without a certificate issued by 
the DHSS, as required under the . 
Medicines Act, which îs not 
issued until appropriate data 
have been coilected and the drug 
is adjudged sufficiently safe. 

It is the .second stage of | 
testing, before the licertce to use 
the drug on hospital patients is 
granted, that gives chief cause for ' 
concern. Most of the. seven 
British and eight foreign 
research-based drug companies 
operating in Britain do their own 
drug testing and use their own 
employees for it. The companies 
are, in consequence, well placed 
to know about them and their 
state of health, and to keep them

It was essential that the deferri! 
court should make a careful! note o 
the purposes for which the sentence 
was being deferred and what steps, if 
a: it expected the defendant to 

¢ during the period of deferment. 
Ideally the defendant himself should 
be given notice in writing of what he 
was expected to do or refrain from 
doing, so that there could be no 
doubt in his miod what was 
expecled of him. 

Thus. the task of the courl which 
came to deal with the oflender at the 


expiration of the period of 
deltrment was as follows: 
Firs lhe purpose of the 


duitrment and any requirement 
imposvd by the deferring court musl 
be asceramed. Sccond, the court 
must determine if the defendant had 
substantially conformed or 
altempied 1o conform with the 
proper expeclations of the deferring 
cour, whether with regard to 
finding a job or as the case might be. 
If he had. then the defendant might 
legitimatcly expect that an immedi- 
ate custodial sentence would not be 
imposed. If he had not, then 1he 
court should be careful to state with 
precision in what respect he had 
failed. 

If the court did not sef out its 
reasons in that way 1hcre was a 
danger. particularly where the 
semencing court was differently 
constituted from the deferring court. 
that il might appcar that the former 
was disregarding the deferment and 
was yng in cffect, 1ihat the 
sentence should never have been 
deferred and that the defendant 
should have been sentenced 10 
immediate imprisonment by the 
latter sce R r Glossop (1981) 3 Cr 
App R (5) 347). 

İn many cases a shorl probation 
order might be preferable to & 
deferment of scnicnce. Such an 
order enabled the dcfendant's 
behaviour 10 be monitored by the 
probation officer; it ensured that 
formal notice of the requirements of 
ihe court were given 10 the 
defendant. 

On the other hand, a deferment of 
sentence would be more appropriate 
where the conduct required of the 
defendant was not sufficiently 
specific to be made the subject of a 
condition imposed as part of a 
probation order. without creating 
uncerlainly in the mind of the 
probation oflicer and the defendant 
as io whether there had been a 
breach of the order. for example. 
where the defendant was to make a 
real elTort to find work. or where the 
sentenicer wished to sce whether a 
change in the defendant's attitude 
and circumslances, which appeared 
1o bc a possibility at the time of 
deferment, did in fact come about, 

Again. deferment might be the 
appropriale course whcre he steps 
to be taken by the defendant could 
mot of 1heîr nature be the subject of 
a condition, for cxamplc, where he 
was to make reparation or at leasl 
demonstralc a real iniention and 
capacity to do so. 

In lhe present instance. ihe 
necessary precautions were nal 
taken. The expectations of the 
sentenccr were not spell oul a1 the 
1ime of deferment, and in particular 
ihe appellant was never cxplicitly 
warmed that full compliance with 
the requirements of the probation 
sen ke would be csseniial if be was
